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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to the present claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, all of the claimed features, e.g., the 
electrodes, the two reservoirs, etc., must be shown and labeled or the feature(s) canceled from 
the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d).

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the means for measuring the amplitude of oscillation of the 
interface" in line L There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Benvegnu et al. (U.S. 
Pat. No. 5,900,130 A) ("Benvegnu"). 

Regarding claim 5, Benvegnu teaches an apparatus structure 10 comprising a T-channel 5 
having a width and comprising first and second inlets and an outlet, wherein each inlet and outlet 
comprises a reservoir and has an associated electrode (see col. 4, lines 15-64; figure la). The 
recitation that the apparatus is operated to determine a zeta potential between a channel and a 
fluid is considered a statement of intended use. Benvegnu teaches all of the positively recited 
structure of the claimed apparatus. Apparatus claims must be structurally distinguishable from 
the prior art in terms of structure, not function. The manner of operating an apparatus does not 
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differentiate an apparatus claim from the prior art, if the prior art apparatus teaches all of the 
structural limitations of the claim (see MPEP § 21 14). 




Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 
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Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Benvegnu in view 
of Dubrow (U.S. Pat. No. 5,948,227 A) ("Dubrow"). 

Regarding claim 6, Benvegnu does not specifically teach the incorporation of a 
fluorescence microscope. 

Benvegnu does indicate that the separation channel 13 can be monitored for fluorescence 
using a detector (see, e.g., col. 8, lines 35 - 51). The use of fluorescence detection microscopes 
with analytical microfluidic devices is very well known in the art (see MPEP 2144.03). For 
example, Dubrow teaches the use of a fluorescence detection microscope with an analytical 
microfluidic device (see, e.g., col. 11, line 62 - col. 12, line 16). Consequently, as indicated by 
Dubrow, a person of ordinary skill in the art would accordingly have had a reasonable 
expectation for success of incorporating the use of a fluorescence detection microscope with an 
analytical microfluidic device. The prior art can be modified or combined to reject claims as 
prima facie obvious as long as there is a reasonable expectation of success (see MPEP § 
2143.02). Therefore, it would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to 
incorporate the use of a fluorescence detection microscope to facilitate effective process 
monitoring. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 4 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the cited prior art neither teach nor fairly suggest the methodology for 

determining a zeta potential generated between a channel wall and a fluid employing a T-channel 

device as claimed. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
